THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


A REPUBLICAN SENATORIAL CAUCUS An- 
BANGES A PROGRAMME, 


The Appropriation Bills and Evarts’ Elec- 
tion Resolation—New Mexico’s Chances 
of Statohood— Representative Springer to 
Push the Bill—The Chandler-Blackburn 
Row—Executive Clemency—Approved by 
the President—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February %4.—A caucus 
of Republican Senators was held this morning 
for the purpose of deciding upon the order of 
business in the Senate during the remainder 
of the session and particularly what course 
should be adopted with regard to the Evarts 
election resolution. It was practically de- 
cided, in view of the evident purpose 
of the Democrats to delay final action upon 
the election resolution until the adjourn- 
ment of Congress, to lay that matter aside 
temporarily from time to time and allow 
other measures to be taken up. Under this 
arrangement the remaining appropriation 
bills and conference reports will be taken up 
as fast as they are reported. To-day the bill 
to subdivide the Sioux Reservation in Dakota 
will be considered if no obstacies in the shape 
of an appropriation bill interfere. The bill to 
ratify the Seminole agreement was placed 
among the privileged class as well as the 


Oklahoma bill. Further than this, the ar- 
rangement of —1 * caucus did not pro 
ceed, but authorized Mr. to appoint a 
committee to arrange a programme a 
sultation with the Democratic Senators. 

Meanwhile, the Evarts resolution is unfin- 
ished business, and will serve the purpose to 
prevent the consideration of measures likely 
to give rise to prolonged controversy when- 
ever it is called up. 


New Mexico and Siatehood. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 25.—Repre- 
sentative Springer ot Llinois, to whose per- 


sistent efforts is partly due the final passage of 
the bill admitting North and South Dakota, 


Washington and Montana, hopes to see New 
Mexico also enabled to become a State before 
the close of the session, and a bill for that pur- 
ose was favorably reported to the House 
ommittee on Territories a week ago, but Mr. 
Springer has prepared a substitute for 
that measure, which he thinks stands an 
excellent chance of going through. The bill 
reported by the committee is very 
long, containing detailed provisions for the 
selection of delegates to the-Constitutional 
Convention and for the work of that conven- 
tion, ete. The substitute is very short, con- 
sisting principally of a provision which prac- 
tically puts the Territory of New Mexico into 
the act signed by the President on Friday. Its 
length will not scare the legisiators into re- 
fusing to take it up during the last week of 
Congress, and Mr. Springer believes a major- 
ity of both Houses will vote for ite passage. 
It is known that at least three Kepublican Sen- 
ators are in favor of the admission of 
New Mexico, two of whom have declared tnat 
they would not be bound by a caucus decision 
against the bill, and Der.iocratic Senators Wil 
expected to support it as a matter of 
course. It is an interesting fact that the lack 
of only seven votes kept New Mexico out of 
the Union fourteen years ago after an act for 
her admission had actually passed both houses 
of Congress. During tbe first session of the 
Forty-third Congress, May 21, 1874, a biil 
to admit New Mexico passed the 
House by a majority of nearly three- 
fourths. It was sent to the Senate, but was 
not reached by that — until the next ses- 
ston. It was then passed by a vote of 32 to II, 
Febr 26. 18%, But the bill, as it came 
from the House, provided for the hoiding of 
the constitutional conveation and other pre- 
liminaries to Statebood in the summer of 1674. 
Its delay in the Senate made it necessary to 
change the date to the next years, and it re- 
uired the formal assent of the 
ouse to these amendments before 
the bill became law. The measure 
reached the House during the closing hours of 
Congress, together with the bill admitting 
Colorado as a State. Late on the night of 
March 3 a motion to take up and pass the Col- 
orado bill was adopted by a majority of two 
more than the required two-thirds. After this 
measure was disposed ot, a similar motion 
was made regarding the New Mexico bill. The 
vote in its favor feil short of the neces- 
sary two-thirds by seven, and, as Con- 
gress went out at noon the next day, the New 
Mexico bill failed. 

During the first session of the Forty-fourth 
Congress, March 10, 1876,the Senate again 
passed a biil to admit Dakota, but the House 
failed to act upon it, and irom that time until 
this winter no such measure bas passed either 
the Senate or the House. An omnibus bill for 
the admission as States of the Territories of 
Arizona, Idabo and Wyoming was favorably 
reported by Mr. Springer’s committee ten 
days ago, but there is no likelibood that it 
will be acted upon.

Condition and Prospects of the Cincinnati, 
Washington & Baltimore.

BALTIMORE, Md., February %.—The condai- 
tion and future prospects of the Cincinnati, 
Washington 4 Baltimore Railroad Co. con- 
tinue to interest financial and railroad 
circles. The English bondbolders will likely 
have it in their power to secure control of the 
bow oOrgdilgation. Some of them have re- 
gretted that the Baltimore & Ohio Co. was 
permitted to control the road so long. Two 
years ago a combination of English holders of 
Cincinnati, Washington 4 Baltimore securi 
ties purchased from the Baltimore 4 


Ohio Co. $5,000,000 of Cincinnati, Wash- 
ington & Baltimore second income bonds 
and thus secured unquestioned control of the 
voting power of the road. They then had the 
power, but failed to exercise it, and the road 
remained in the Baltimore & Ohio's control. 
Less than a year ago a representative of tne 
Baltimore & Ohio had a conference with the 
English bondholders, and the  neces- 
sity of a readjustment of the OCin- 
cinnati, Washington & Baltimore secu- 
rities was discussed.

A SCRAP-IRON ROBBERY 


In Which the Police Bave Made a Number 
of Arrests Te-Day. 


The police made a number of arrests this 
afternoon in an extensive scrap-iron robbery, 
which has been going on for some days. Last 
Saturday night Cal Hirsch, the scrap-iron deal 
er of 312 and $14 South Second street, discovered 
that. some forty thousand pounds of scrap 
iron valued at between $500 and $600 had been 


stolen during the past week from 


his warehouse on the old McDowell 
Medical College property, Eighth, between 
Gratiot and Cerré streets. D. Kaufman, an 


employe of Hirsch, started out immediately 


to hunt up the iron. He worked on 
the case all of yesterday without re- 
sult, but this morning found 20,80 
pounds of the stolen scrap iron atthe Stand- 
ard Foundry, Nos. to 124 Collins 
street. It consisted of water pipe, fly 
wheels, mill rolis, stea heaters and 
various other articles. The fron, they learned, 
had been brought to the foundry on last Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday, and they had 
been promised another load to-day. 

When Kaufman discovered the trop atthe 
Standard Foundry he telephoned the Chief of 
Police office, and Officer Cogan was 
sent from the Third District to the 
foundry. This was the fret know! 
police bad of the affair, Kaufman ving 
worked up the case thus far d 
While beand the officer were 
ventory of the 
Stan Foundry, 
man James Connors of 
freight-house notified Kaufman by telephone 
that men with teams were against the ware- 
house loading up iron and asked him to come 
and see if they were his men. Taking 
the officer into his wagon, Kaufman 
drove rapidly down to the warehouse and 
there found two strange white teamsters anda 
lot of strange colored men loading a couple of 
wagons with iron out of the building. They 
bagged the whole crowd and summon- 
ing the Four Courts patrol wagon 
took them to the Four Courts. This 
was shortly after 10 o’clock. One of the 
wagons was already loaded with two huge 
water pipes, weighing probably 5,000 pounds. 
The wagon containing the pipes was 
driven and owned by George Cooke and 
Mike Murphy owned and drove the 
wagon which was not loaded. At least, so 
the prisoners stated themselves. Both were 
heavy stake- wagons, and they were driven to 
the Four Courts.

OUIDA AT HOME. 


The Daily Life and Ways of the Author of 
“Under Two Flags. 


From Lite rature. 

There is a mystery about Ouida’s personal 
history which provokes curiosity ind throws 
around her an air of romance and interest. 
Unce, when her American publisher, the late 
J. B. Lippincott, was visiting her, he toox the 
iberty, in the course ofa very friendly con- 
versation, to ask her how she came to know 
80 much about the clubs, camp life, barracks, 
gambling houses, and other places which are 


only frequented by men, she leaned her hand 
upon her knees, and looking straight at her 
questioner, saucily said: It isnoneof your 
business.’’ 

The real name of Ouida ts Louise de la 
Rame. Her father was a Frenchman, her 
mother English, and she possesses the na- 
tional characteristics of both parents; her 
tastes, manners and literary methods are de- 
cidediy French, while her features are de- 
cidedly English. Her face is fair and oval, 
and her eyes are dark blue and full of intelli- 

ence. Her golden-brown hair, which was 

ormeriy worn loose and flowing, is now care 
fully braided, as better suited to a woman on 
the shady side of 40; for let me whisper the 
fatal truth, Ouida is 45 years old. 

For a dozen years or more Ouida’s favorite 
residence has been a beautiful villa near Fior- 
ence. Above her lovely grounds the azure sky 
of Italy smiles upon one of the fairest scenes 
on earth; the classic Arno divides the City of 
Flowers, whose lofty domes and stately pal 
aces stand out boldly in the clear air; the 
magnificent Duomo, which inspired Michael 
Angelo to rear the mighty dome of St. Peter's, 
raises its majestic form in the center of the 
city, while Santa Croce, the Westminster 
Ab of Florence, is visibie to the right. 

Ouida lives in the open air from April to Oc- 
taber, walkingand driving. She drives from 
2to6in the afternoon, and always has two 
— dogs by her side; in fact, whether walk 

ng or driving, reading or writing, she has 
her canine companions with her. She is an 
early riser, up at 6 in winter and 5 in summer. 


The winter is her time for literary 
work, but she has no regular time 
of the day for writing, takin up 
her pen only when inthe humor. She gan 


to write stories when she was (years old, or 
rather to print them, for, with her, author- 
ship preceded a knowledge of handwriting. 
Her father was a man of great intelligence, 
who wasted his talents in utopian dreams of a 
political millennium. He taught bis daughter 
masculine modes of thought, and trained her 
mind to intellectual pursuits. From her earli- 
est girlhood she has beena student of many 
literatures, adding to these severer studies ail 
those arts that lend a charm aud grace to life. 
She paints in oi] and water colors, finding in 
her household pets the favorite subjects for 
her pencil. A cat, dog or horse always ap- 
pears in her pictures. 

Ouida began her literary career by writing 
short stories forthe English magazines, for 
which she was giad to receive £1 a page; her 
English publisher now pays her $7,000 for 
every book she writes. 

Until recently Ouida held weekly receptions 
at her villa duriag the fashionable season. 

Tnese were much uented by English and 
Americans, with a few French and other for- 

eigners who were attracted by her literary 
fame. The hostess usually wore black velvet, 

and the refreshments were very simple—tesa, 

coffee, wine aud cake, also cigarettes: but 
Ouida never smokes nor drinks wine. Her 
conversation is very lively and interesting, 

and she expresses herself quite freeiy, both in 

her books and in society. Shesays of love 

anc women that the latter are the exact an- 
tipodes of olives; the one begins in salt, and 
leaves us pleased with the delicious aroma; 
the other is nectar to commence with, but 
soon turns into very gall. Nine times out of 
ten a woman does not care a rush fora man 
who is dying at her feet, while she is 
crazy about some ugly brute who takes 

no more notice of ber than be 
does of his dirty boots. Although Ouida’s 
method is masculine, her tastes unfeminine, 
her novels coarse and unrefined, she says that 
the greatest charm that woman wields over 
man is the charm of divinity, the charm of 
sex and half this charm has flown when Chris- 

tina of Sweden wears her Hessian boots and 
smacks her whip; when her imitators of to- 

day enter a salon with weeds in their 
mouths, andswing throughthe stable yard, 

talking in a rough, loud voice of dogs with a 
ood strain. Ouida has given a picture of an 

deal life as an existence of mingled poetry and 
passion, biending every refinement of mind 
and sense, a life of love so precious, such as 
the fondest fancy, the wildest dream of earli- 

est days of the softest romance never expect- 

ed to win. 

Ouida was wont to boast that she was above 
the weakness of love, but meeting the Marquis 
di Stufa, an acquaintance soon ripened into 
friendship, and Ouida loved for the first time. 

he Marquis was a member of one of the most 
illustrious families of Florence, a man of 
cultured tastes, of aristocratic manners, and 

possessed of a passionate ene " which at- 

tracted the no longer youthful Ouida, She 
loved not wisely, for the Marquis, while he 
admired the brilliant writer, only trified with 
the woman. He turned from the gin noveli- 

ist, and fell in love with a fair ian, less 
brilliant, less gifted, but younger and more 
beautifal than herself. ida took a charac- 
teristic revenge upon her faithless lover. 
ut him in a book; she made him the hero of 
er next novel, which she called ‘‘Friend- 
ship,’’ and a very weak, wavering hero she 
made him. She had her revenge, but the Mar- 
quis won the woman he loved.

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Like the Civilized Schoolboy Except That 
Me Is Dirtier—How the Schools Are Man- 
aged—The Rold of the Russian Church 
Upon the People. 


From the New York Times. 

For the fiscal year ending June 80, 1888, Con- 
gress appropriated $45,000 for the support of 
schools in Alaska. Theappropriation this 
yearis only $40,000. This sum of money 10 
in the control of the Commissioner ot Educa- 
tion at Washington, and bas by him been di- 
vided between what are known as the ordi- 
nary Government schools and the indus- 
trial schools of the Territory. In order to 
facilitate the management of these schools a 
local Territorial Board of five members has 
been constituted, consisting of the Governor, 
the District Judge, the General Agent, the 
United Siates Commissioner at Fort Wrangel 
and the Rev. Mr. Duncan, the missionary at 
Metiakabtia, on Amelia Island. At present 
the General Agent is Mr. Sneldon Jackson, 
who, for about ten years, has been engaged in 
mission work in Alaska under the direction of 
the Presbyterian Board of Missions. The work 
of the local board is subject to revision in all 
cases by the Commissioner, 

The great difficulty in getting fronf one 
point to another in Alaska is a serious draw- 
back to obtaining the best possible results 
from the expenditure of public money in this 
respect. The schools are scattered along this 
long line of seacoast and among the islands 
off the coast from Portland Canal, at the 
British Columbia boundary, almost to Point 
Barrow, in the extreme Northwest. Most of 
them are Indian schools at remote Indian vil- 
lages, and where there are no other white 
persons than the teacher and his family, with 
no communication with the outside world ex- 
cept once or twice a year. Quite a number of 
these villages and schools are 150 miles 
from any white settlement, and the only 
way open to reach them is by small boat or in- 
Gian canoe. Irecall one instance where the 


head of the family, the teacher died last fall, 
leaving his widow and several small children 
alone at one of these Indian villages more than 
a hundred miles from any one of the points 
where steamers touch, and the news of his 
death was brought down by au Indian witha 
canoe. Nextsummerthe steamer will go in 
there with supplies on berannual trip, and, in 
the meanwhile, the widow and her children 
are compelied to remain under the direction of 
the Territorial Board. Shehas taken up the 
work where it was left off by her husband. 

The filthy babits of Alaska Indians must be 
seen to be fully realized, The first task of the 
teacher is to attempt to overcome these hab- 
its. It is a constant line upon line and pre- 
cept upon precept. In spite of orders 
scores upon cores of them visit the schools 
recking with the offensive smell of smoked 
salmon and fish oll. After awhile the children 
themeeives begin to realize the virtue of 
cleanliness, but their homes are sv filthy that 
the scrubbing and brushing has to be done 
after they reach the school-house. The brush, 
comb, toweland wash basin are as necessary 
im the Indian school-bouse as the books and 
charts. 

I bave before methe manuscript annual re 
port of the Territorial Board for the past year, 
which is reudy for transmission to Washing- 
ton. There are fourteen government schools 
in Alaska. The enrollment forthe year was 
1.076. There are, however, other schools in 
the Territory aside from these. The Sisters of 
Charity maintain one in connection with their 
hospital at Juneau, in the center of the great 

4 mining district ofthe Territory. There 
s a Wine Indian school at Sitka under the 
auspices of the Greek Church, besides five 
others tothe westward under the same au-, 
spices where Russian creoies and Indians are 
taught. There are four independent schoois 
established the Presbyterian Chureb, and 
one on Douglass Isiend managed by the 
Friends’ — Nearly all of them receive 
government aid. 

The schoo! at Metiakhatila is attached to the 
Indian village, transferred from the neighbor- 
hood of Fort Simpson, in British Columbia, in 
i887, by Mr. Duncan, as the result of a dis- 
agreement betwoen him and the autborities of 
the Church of England. It is in part an in- 
dustrial school, and has been taken under the 
care of the United States Bureau of Education. 
The labs of the United States applicable to 
Indian schools in other portions of our do- 
main do not apply to Alaska, for the reason 
that the natives of Alaska are not regarded as 
Indians, though generally called such. These 
scheole are subdjectto the Commissioner of 
Education and nottothe Superintendent of 
Indian Schools, as Alaska has never been de- 
clared to be Indian country in the legal sense. 
The natives are dealt with and punished for 
violations of law in their individual capacity, 
and not in any tribal reiation. 

The Alaska Commercial Co., having a lease 
of the seal islands to the westward, are under 
obligation to maintain schools for the Aleuts 
on those isiands and in their employment, 
seal catching, and I am advised by several 
naval officers who visited those islands during 
the last season that the native schools there 
are in a most promising condition. The en- 


rollment in the Alaskan schools is not always 


the best test of the attendance. More than 
nine-tehths of the puplis are Indian children. 
As soon as spring comes the Indian parents 
leave their villages and scatter off to the 
salmon canneries, where they find employ- 


ment. They are gone all summer, and 
while they are busy the children run 
wild and half naked on the beach or 


in the woods. Even in the winter, when 
the parents are all in the villages, it is difm- 
cult to secure reguiar attendance. The woys 
and girle are natural truants, and if there is a 
favorable fall of snow the boys desert the 
schoo! for coasting, and the parents take littie 
interest in their children. ames of marbles 
are a perfect passion to the Indian boy, not 
only in the vicinity of white settlements, but 
at remote villages. It ie no unusual — to 
see large groups of boys in their naked feet 
with the snow scraped aside playing ‘‘knuc«le 
down.’’ Ihave seen this a hundred times 
during school hours. 

Near the Indian schools Indian policemen 
are employed by the Government to enforce 
attendance, but as there are no magistrates, 
in most instances, at these points to co-oper- 
ate, and as the badge of office of the Be ice- 
man inspires little respect among their own 
people, that part of the system is practically 
nugato In visiting many of these Indian 
schools I have still found quite a number of 
bright, attractive boys and girls, eager and 
willing to learn, and as apt as white children 
of the same age. 

One — trouble among them is the charac- 
ter of the schoo! books used. Books adapted 
to the intelligence and capacity of white chil- 
dren are not suited to Indian children. They 
bave an idea that the white man’s books con- 
tain wisdom and nothing else. They expect 
to get knowledge from those books. They 
have experience enough to know that the 
‘*d has a tail, and they laugh in the 
teachers face when th get such a lesson 
from the white man’s book. Many of the pu- 
pils are of adultage. At Killisnoo two of the 
most r pupils are mothers themselves, 
one of them the wife of a Chinaman working 
in the herring oil factory. She is a neat house- 
wife, and, getting up early in the morning, 
finishes ber housework and goes to school 
with an eagerness and an aptness to learn. 
In a long talk with Mr. Duncan, who has had 
thirty years of successful experience with 
these natives, I found him warmly condemna- 
tory of the frivolous character of the school 
books that are placed in the hands of the

QUEER BUGS. 


The Egyptian Scarabmwus—Death Watches 
aod Earwigs. 


From the Boston Herald. 

As is well known, the scarabmus or beetle, 
was worshipped by the ancient Egyptians and 
was considered sacred to various deities. It 
Was represented on moments, in hiero- 
glyphic writing and engraved on royal escutch 
eons, says the Pittsburg Dispatch. Earthen 
images of it as well as of otber animal 
forms, were entombed along with mummies 
to keep evil epirits from the dead. Its 


figure was cut upon gems and worn in jewelry 
as a talisman to keep the wearer from harm. 
The insect was embaimed after death and 
given honorable burial. Engraven on the 
emerald the scarab@us wasa remedy against 
witchcraft and headache, and quite likely also 
to bring its possessor into favor with the king. 

It is not surprising to find that tue curious 
insect known as the firefly hae been regarded 
with superstitions awe various savage 
tribes. The natives of West India and other 
warm countries, however, are said to put the 
filles toa very practical use. They capture them 
in large numbers, and putting them in cages 
of wire, twenty or thirty together, keep them 
alive by feeding them and using them at night 
to light their houses and save candies. If the 
light grows dim the insects are wet and their 
cage shaken up, causing them to shine brighbt- 
ly again. The ladies pin large numbers of 
dees creatures, alive, to ball-room dresses 
and wear them as ornaments. 

The little insect known as the death 
watch is a very common st of libraries 
and frequently perforates huge volumes with 
straight, tiny holes. Its presence in a house 
is supposed to portend an early death to some 
of the inmates. Watchers by sick-beds and 
suffering patients have been 80 terrified by 
its uncanny ticking sound, heard in the 
silence of the night, that nothing could con- 
vince them that the death angel was not al- 
most in their presence. f there were any- 
thing In the superstition, those whose dwell.

Thousands o le believe that 
this animal also has a habit of investigating 
the anatomy ofthe human ear, though those 
who profess to know say he is perfectly inno- 
cent of anything of the kind.

Twenty years ago when burglars started out 
to rob a sale they filled a carpet sack with 
highly tempered drilis, copper sledges, sec- 
tional jimmies, dark lanterns, powder anda 
fuse. On the way they stole a horse and 
wagon, filling the latter with the greater por- 
tion of the tools of a country blacksmith shop. 
They would work on the safe from four to six 
hours, and finally blow it open with a fine 
grade of ducking powder. Usually the 
shock would break all the glass 
in the bullding, arouse the town and the 
burglars would often have to fight for their 
lives. In those days the men had to be big 
and powerful, because the work was extreme- 
ly laborious. If the burglar was an ex prize 
fighter or noted tough, so much the better, 
for be could make a desperate resistance in 
case he was caught in the actor immediately 
after it. 

THE MODERN SAFE-BURGLAR. 

Now, with the modern safe-burglar it is 
almost totally different. Although much 
more skiliful and successful than his prede- 
cessor, he is more conservative. He seldom 
runs his own head into danger and 
therefore seldom endangers the head 
of a law-abiding citizen by per- 
mitting his head to come in contact with him 
or the job while itis under way. Every pre- 
caution against being surprised is taken and 
it is seldom the robbery is discovered until the 
cashier’s appearance the next morning. The 
modern safe burglar is an exceedingly keen, 
intelligent man. He can open a safe having 
all modern improvements in from ten minutes 


to two hours withont the aid of explosives and 
by only silightiy defacing . Sometimes he 
leaves scarcely a mark. 

A first-class modern safe, whether large or 
small, generally bas double outside and in- 
side doors with a steel chest in the bottom, 
forming really a safe within a safe, the inside 
being the stronger. The outside door is 
usually either ‘‘stuffed’’ or skeleton. The 
inside one is made of eight or nine sheets, 
of different temper. of the finest steel. These 
sheets are boited togetber with conical boits 
having left-hand threads, after which the 
neads of the boits are cut off, leaving what is 
virtually a solid niece of steel which no drill 
can penetrate. The best iocks are of the 
combination type, with time-look attachment. 
In both cities and towns safes containing the 
most valuables have an electric alarm at- 
tached. Any tampering with it will communi- 
cate the fact to the owners or the safe’s guard - 
lan, which in cities is elther an eleetrie 

rotective bureau or a central po- 

ice station. A recent invention 
in France is a photograph attachment. 
Assoon asasafeis touched this device will 
light anelectric lamp, photograph the in- 
truder and give the alarm at the Electric Pro- 
tective Co. s office. As acon uence safe- 
breaking is going out of date in ce, asthe 
cleverest criminals have so far failed to find a 
way to circumvent the camera.

Every transportation facility 
is carefully considered. As the work is almost 
invariably done at a season of the year when 
wagon roads are impassable, railway time- 
tables are carefully considered. In these days 
of the telegraph and telephone the gang must 
be under cover in a large city, or concesied 
with friends by the time the crime is discov- 
ered, which at the utmost is about six hours 
after the crime has been committed. From 
November! to Marchlis the safe burglars’ 
harvest time, because then the nights are 
longest and the chances of detection less, as 
fewer people are on the streets, and houses 
adjoining being tightly closed to exclude cold 
exciude noises also. Aman can furthermore 
carry tools in an overcoat without attracting 
attention that be could not wear with a sum- 
mer suit.

Knowing that every man who ap- 
proaches him has some selfish object in view 
tor himeelf or for some one else he naturally 
distrusts bim. 

This is one of the penalties of his pinnacle 
high office. From now on he is doomed to be 
the center of a grand seramble for office. For 
every one whom he pleases he must displease 
a score.

S. A. Brown, who is 
the practical horseman of the firm in which he 
and Senator Stockbridge are associated, had 
great faith in Bell Boy’s ability to trot fast, as 
he inherited great speed on both sides, and 
his dam, Beautiful Bells, had herself made a 
record of 2:29%. So the cold was entered in a 
number of stakes for 2-year-olds, and in 1887 
was prepared for a fall campaign. He won all 
his engagements handily, and in several 
events had a walkover. At the Kentucky 
Trotting Horse Breeders meeting at Lexington 
in October he trotted a mile in 2:26, his fastest 
performance that year, and the best mark for 
a 2-year-old of his sex. In the spring of 1888 
Bell Boy was sold to Jefferson & Seaman of 
Kentucky for $80,000, which was the highest 
price ever paid - for a 38-year-old trotter. Ow- 
ing to the negligence and inemoleney of his 
groom the colt got very much off! during 
that summer, and it was only after Mr. Brown 
took bim in hand again that he commenced to 
regain his old form. He won a stake race at 
Detroit in slow time, with only one contest- 
ant, the others having got trightened at Bell 
Boy’s speed and declared out rather than be 
distanced. Samuel Caton, who bas trained 
and driven Bell Boy since Mr. Stanford sold 
him, then took the flyer back to California. 
and in his native air the colt was soon 
in perfect health, with a correspond- 
ing improvement in his speed. It was 
resolved to start him to lower his 
record, and, after several postponements 
on account of rain, Bell Bey started at Los 
Angeles on Monday, December 10, to beat his 
record of 2:26.
